Proceedings ot the Raleigh District | 
Conference of the M. E. Church, 
South, held at Cary, N. C., July 
24th, 1873. 


SECOND DAY. 


— — — 


By our Special Reporter. 
Conference met pursvant to adjourn- 


ment, and was opened with religious 


exercises conducted by Rev. B. B. Cul- 
breth, Agent for Trinity College. 

Minutes of preceding session read 
and approved. 

The tollowing delegates arrived since 
last session: W. J. W. Crowder, L. 
Branson, R. II. Whitaker, T. H. Selby, 
L. T. Turner, W. D. Lunsford, Dennis 
Tilley, Dr. J. B. Beckwith, Lucian II. 
Sanders, George Rowland. 

Rev. W. M. Robey, President of Da- 
venport Female College, submitted a 
lengthy and interesting report of that 
institution, upon which the Rev. Dr. 
Closs, in the absence ot the Agent, made 
a few well-timed remarks, setting forth 
the advantages of that institution for 
the education of young ladies, and ask- 
ing for % a liberal patronage, and all 
the financial heip which could Be spar- 
ed. The Revs. E. W. Thompson, J. R. 
Griffith and A. W. Mangum made a 
few remarks upon the same, when, on 
motion, it was referred, to the Committee 
on Education. 

The Rev. E. A. Lale, P. E. of the 
Fayetteville District and L. L. Hendren, 
Agent for Greensboro Female College, 
were introduced and invited to seats in 
the Conference. 

The Rev. Jeremiah Johnson, Pastor of 
Nash Missicn, being unable to attend 
on account of sickness, a letter was read 
from him which was ordered to be 
spread upon the minutes. 

The hour for the special order, “the 
office and duties of the Steward,” hav- 
ing arrived, John W. Hays, Esq., opened 
the debate. The speaker stated that 
the Discipline defined plainly the duties 
of Steward; that the Steward had a 
hard work to perform, that one of the 
hindering causes in the way of the 
Sieward, in the discharge of Lis duties, 
was this, they could not get the ear of the 
membership of the Church. He urged 
upon the Stewards to organize with a 
determined will to do their duty more 
assiduously, stating there was a work 
for all to do, and however dark the way 
might seem, still to pray and press for- 
ward, very beautifully bringing in the 
passage of tbe children of Israel through 
the Red sea, which to them seemed an 
impossibility yet it was safely done. 

The Rev. A. W. Mangum next ad- 
dressed the Conference, sympathizing 
with the Stewards, stating that they 
had a hard time; that many men were 
incapabie of making efficient Stewards; 
that sometimes the pustor was in the 
way of the faithful performance of the 
duty (giving illustrations); that the 
great cause of the tailure in those times 
was the scarcity of money; that it was 


the fashions of the day which made it 


so hard for the ministers to live; that 
they could live on much less, but for 
fashion; that if they did not keep up 
with the fashion they were elbowed out 
of appointments and society; that the 
greatest quality in a Steward was piety; 
that they needed the prayers of the 
Church, and urged upon the ministers 
and the Church to do their duty. 

The Rev. Dr. Closs said: That as 
ministers, they had made a fatal mis 
tuke; “The indelicacy of the ministers 
in talking more freely to the people on 
the subject of supporting the ministry;” 
that the people are not properly in- 
structed; that the preachers should mend 
up on this point ; that it was the want 
of system in a great measure; that it 
was a mistaken idea that only the 
“surplus” which we were to give to God, 
all belonged to Him, that the wrong 
word was used; that if the people were 
asked; give“ when it was properly a 
„debt“ which they owed, and should 
be asked “for compensation for services 
which had been rendered.” Pending 
the discussion,the Conference adjourned 
for diviue service, when the Rev. J. R. 
Griffith preached from Rev. 2, part of 
17th verse. 

The preacher compared this life to a 
warfare, and while the fight was some- 
times hard, yet the Captain of our Sal- 
vation has given us much encourage- 
ment. That the promise was two fold. 
He was our spiritual food; our living 
bread; and from him we are enabled to 
receive strength day by day for our du- 
ties and trials, and for which we should 
“call upon all that is within us, to bless 
His holy name.” But the best promise 
was “to bim that overcometh.” We 
should eat of the “ hidden manna” and 
should have a new name “ written on a 
white stone,” which name would be re- 
cognized when we enter Heaven, and 
having overcome“ in this warfare, we 
should be permitted to enter, 

“That land of rest, the saints delight,“ 


the heaven prepared for the faithful 
soldier of Christ, there to receive a 
robe of rightousness and a crown of 


glory.

donations, the proposed manner of the 
disposition of the articles beiag new to 
our readers, we now reproduce our con- 
temporary’s article: 

Colonel J. M, Heck, of this city, has 
contributed towards the re-organization 
of the North Carolina Agricultural So- 
cicty, in addition to a handsome amount 
in cash, his celebrated thoroughbred 
stallion, “‘ Segamore,” the great grand- 
son of “Boston” out of “ Marietta.” 
Col. T. M. Holt, President of the Soci- 
ety, also has contributed two full- 
blooded Devon bulls, and other gentle- 
men, of this and other States, promise 
pairs of rare and valuable stock sheep, 
hogs, &c., and quite a number of im- 
proved agricultural implements. 

The question of convert:ng this prop 
erty,valued already at some /ize thousand 
dollars, into money, to mect the heavy 
demands upon the Society in the con- 
struction of buildings, &c., on the New 
Fair Grounds, without sacrificing it, has 
occupied the attention of the Executive 
Committee, and it was finally determin- 
ed to dispose of it by raffle during the’ 
Fair Week, and a special committee 
was appointed to make the nec- 
essary arrangements. This work 
the committee have now in hand. 


A raffle of this character must not be 
confounded with the swindling lottery 
concerus we have heretofore denounced 
and will continue to denounce. In this 
case, valuable stock, given to the Soci- 
ety, to be disposed of for its pecuniary 
relief, will be fairly and honestly dis- 
posed of at something like its true 
value, and all the proceeds will go into 
the Society’s treasury. In the case of 
lottery swindles, a small fraction only 
goes towards their avowed object. This 
raifie will be conducted by a sub-com- 
mittee of the Executive Committee, 
under the supervision of the entire 
board.”

WasnINGTON, July 26—it is stated 
that the Postmaster General has awar- 
ded a contract for mail between Char- 
leston and Havana via Key West. The 
contractors propose establishing a line 
of steame:s between the pvints and 
claim they can save sixty hours. 


SaLt LAkR, July 26—Butcher, who 
killed Cotton and his two sons, was ar- 
rested yesterday. The youngest son was 
shot five times with a revolver and once 
with a shot gun loaded with buckshot. 
The eldest son was shot five times and 
cut in several places with a knife. The 
number of stories about the terrible 
affair lead to the general belief that the 
Cottons were the assailants. The peo-

The Baltimore Fire—Estimate cf 
Losses, Etc. 

BALTIxoRE, July 26.—The loss of 
the Central Presbyterian Church 
amounts to 8700, 000: insurance $60,- 
000. The loss of the Sisters of Notre 
Dame and St. Alphonsus school and 
library amount to $80,000; insured. 
The fire was stopped on Saratoga street 
at Central Garden. The lager beer 
saloon, a building once occupied by the 
Redemptionist Fathers was flooded. The 
English Luthern Church with parson- 
age and valuable library was burned. 

The University of Maryland and the 
Maryland Academy of Arts were par- 
tially burned. The Museum attached 
to the academy is unharmed, most of 
the pictures were removed. The insur- 


| ance, the people think, is from 6500, 


000 to $600,000 and covers the loss. The 
disaster, they claim, will not affect the 
solvency of the insurance, — 
No lives were lost. Sixty femilics are 
houseless.$

OUR LIVING AND OUR DEAD. 

Number four of our Living OUR 
Deap is decidedly the best number that 
has been issued. 

It is filled with valuable historical 
data of a most interesting character. 

On the first page we find “Brief 
Sketches” of the eleventh, twelfth and 
thirteen Regiments from “The Roll of 
Honor ;’ the inaugural address of Jef- 
ferson Davis, President of the Southern 
Confederacy ; a poem on “A Touch of 
Nature” by John R. Thompson and 
same editorial comments. 

On the second page appear official dis- 
patches relating to the fall of Fort Sum- 
ter; Lincoln’s Proclamation of April 15, 


1861, calling for seventy-five thousand 
troops from the several States to sup- 


press the “rebellion,” and Goyernor 
Ellis’ reply thereto, containing the re- 
markable words: You can get no 
troops from North Carolina — words 


in history; President Davis’ Proclama- 
Proclamation of April 17th, 1861, de- 
noucing Lincoln’s call tor troops, and 
counselling vigilance and harmony 
among the people of jthe Confederate 


Ellis, of April 17th, 1861, calling an ex- 
tra session of the Legislature; the Pro- | 
clamation of Governor Letcher, of Vir- 
ginia, of the same date, commanding 
the armed volunteer regiments of that 
State to be in readiness to resist the 
demands of the President; the action 
of the Legislature of 1860 and 1861, in 

regard to the call fora Convention; aud 
the sudden ehange produced ia the polit- 

ical feeling in North Carolina after Lin- 

coln’s Call for troops. 

The third page is mostly filled with 
dispatches between April 15th and 
April 23, 1861, from officers of volunteer 
military companies, suddenly organized 
after the promulgation of Liucoln's Pro- 
clamation of war, tendering the services 
of their respective companies to Gov. 
Ellis; also dispatches from Mentgomery, 
Ala., Charleston, Richmond, Norfolk, 
Nashville, Tenn., and other points, re- 
lating to the preparations for war, the 
arming of troops, &c. &c. 

The articles in this issue of Our Liv- 
ing and Our Dead form an important 
epoch in the war record cf the State 
and the nation, and afford abundant 
material for an interesting chapter of 
history. 

Colonel Pool says that the Roll of 
Honor, filed in the State Library, fur- 
nishes no regimental sketches from the 
eighth, ninth and tenth Regiments. He 
says: As we progress in our research- 
es, we shall find that the proportion of 
the remaining regiments and battalions, 
from which no reports were made is 
even greater than in the first ten. Are 
North Carolinians satisfied that this 
should remain so? Are survivors of the 
bloody war willing that an incomplete, 
imperfect history should go down to 
posterity, in which one-third or more of 


are unmentioned, and in which the re- 
maining two-thirds have only scant jus 

- tice done them? As we go forward in 
our work, and note the many difficul- 
ties that surround us, we become the 
more determined to overcome those dif- 
ficulties, and to place upon record, if it 
be possible to do so,.a fair and impar- 
tial account of what North Carolina 
and her sons did.” 

The skelton sketches in the Roll of 
Honor are too incomplete and imperfect 
to give any idea of the services of the 
hope that this will serve to incite the 
officers and privates whose commands 
are thus so meagerly sketched to aid 
Col. Pool in his laudable and patriotic 
work.

EIGHT AMENDMENTS SHOULD 

BE ADOPTED. 

1. The amendment relating to the 
PubLic should be adopted, be- 
cause, under the Constitution as it ncw 
exists, the General Assembly is required 
by adequate taxation to provide for the 
prompt and regular payment af the in- 
terest on the debt of the State, and after 
the year 1880, the same body is required 
to provide for the payment of the prin- 
cipal by levying a tax on the whole tax- 
able real and personal property in North 
Carolina. By voting for the amendment 
the people of the State will put it in the 
power of the Legislature to settle the 
debt on such fair and equitable terms as 
may be acceptable to all parties.

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THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMEND- 
MENTS. 


In order that the people may vote un- 
derstanèingly on the amendments to 


the Constitution, at the ensuing elec- 
tion, we deem it necessary to give in 
full the eight elauses in that instrument 
proposed to be altered, together with 
the alterations themselves. 
yIRST: IN RELATION TO THE PUBLIC 
DEBT. 
The present Constitution in Article J, 


personal property,” so that the section 
as amended will read : 


“Sec. 6. Pro belonging to the 
State, or to municipal corporations shall 
be exempt from taxation. The General 
Assembly may exempt cemeteries, and 
property held for educational, scientific, 
literary, charitable or religious purpo- 
ses; also wearing opparel, arms for mus. 
ter, housebold and kitchen furniture,the 
mechanical and agricultural implements 
of mechanics and farmers, libraries and 
scientific instruments or any other per- 
sonal property, to a value not exceed- 


Jing three hundred dollars.” 


FIFTH: IN RELATION TO THE UNI- 
VERSITY. 

The present Constitution, Article IX, 
has the following on the subject of the 


Declaration of Rights, provides as fol- 
lows: | * 

„Sec. 6. To maintain the honor and 
good faith of the State . 
the public debt, regularly contracted 
before and since the rebellion, shall be 
re ed as inviolable and never be 


qnestioned ; but the State shall never 
assume or pay, or authorize the collec- 


tion of any debt or obligation, express 
or implied, incurred in aid of insurrec- 
tion, or rebellion against the United 
States, or any claim for the loss or 
emancipation of any slave.” ; 

This section is amended by striking 
out the first clause down to and inclu- 
Ging the word “but,” so that the 
amended clause in Article I will then 
read : 

“Sec. 6. The State shall never as- 
sume or pay, or authorize the collection 
of, any debt or obligation, express or 
implied, incurred in aid of insurrection 
or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipa- 
tion of any slave.” 


public debt is provided tor in the same 
amendment, by striking out section 4, 


which is as follows: 


„Sec. 4. The General Assembly shall, 
by appropriate legislation and by ade- 
quate taxation, provide for the prompt 
and regular payment of the interest on 
the public debt, and after the year 
1880, it shall lay a specific annual tax 


upon the real and personal property of 
the State, and the sum thus realized 


shall be set apart as a sinking fund, to 
be devoted to the payment of the pub 
he debt.” 

So that the above section will be en- 
tirely stricken outand the amended 
Constitution will not make it compul- 
sory on the Legislature, by express lan- 
guage, to provide for the payment of 
interest and principal of the public 
debt. 


SECOND: IN RELATION TO THE OFFICE 
OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PuBLIC WORKS. 
Article III, section 1, of the present 
Constitution names among the other 
officers of which the Executive Depart~ 


ment shall be composed, a Superinten- 
dent of Public Works, who shall be 
elected for a term of four years by the 
qualified voters of the State, at the same 
time and places, and in the same man- 
ner as members of the General Assem- 
bly. 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out the words “Superintendent cf Pub- 
lic Works” wherever they occur in the 
Constitution, thus abolishing that 
effice. 

THIRD: IN RELATION TO THE STATE 
CENSUS. 

In the present Constitution, Article 
II, the following provision is made for 
taking a State Census: 

“Sec. 5. An enumeration of the in- 
habituuis of the State shall be taken 
under the direction ot the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-five, and at the end 
of every ten years thereafter; and the 
said Senate Districts shall be so altered 
by the General Assemb!y, after the first 
session after the return oi every enume- 
ration taken as aforesaid, or by order of 
Congress, that each Senate District shall 
contain, as nearly as may be, an equal 
number of inhabitante, excluding aliens 
and Indians not taxed, shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous territory ; 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county shall be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators,” 

The amendment proposed to this 
Article is to strike out all that precedes 
the words, “the said Senate Districts,” 
in section 5, and to strike out the phrase 
‘‘as aforesaid, or,” the parts so stricken 
out relating to the census, so that the 
section as amended will read : 

“Sec. 5. The said Senate Districts 
shall be so altered by the General As- 
sembly at the first session after the g- 
turn of every enumeration taken by order 
of Congress, that each Senate District 
shall contain, as nearly as may be, an 
equal number of inha ts, excluding 
aliens and Indians not taxed, and shall 
remain unaltered until the return of 
another enumeration, and shall at all 
times consist of contiguous epee 
and no county shall be divided in the 
formation of a Senate District, unless 
such county sball be equitably entitled 
to two or more Senators.“ 

The object of this amendment is to 
do away with the unnecessary expense 
of taking a State census under the direc- 
tion of the General Assembly, inasmuch 
as the same work is done by the national 
Government. 

FOURTH: IN RELATION TO EXEMP- 
TIONS FROM TAXATION, i 

The present Constitution, Article V. 
— and Taxation, provides as fol- 

“ Sec. 6. belonging to the

University at Chapel Hill : 
“Sec. 5. The University of North 
Carolina, with its lands, emoluments 
d franchises, is under the control of 
the State, and shall be held to an insep- 
arable connection with the free public 
school system of the State.” 
The amendment proposes to strike out 
this section entirely, thus severing the 
University from the common school sys- 
tem, and insert the following in lieu 
thereof, so that the amended Constitu- 
tion shall read : 
“Sec. 5. The General Assembly shall 
have power to provide for the election of 
trustees of the University of North 
Carolina, in whom when chosen shali be 
vested all the privileges, rights, franchi- 
ses and endowments heretofore in any- 
wise granted to or conferred upon the 
trustees of said University; and the 
General Assembly may make such pro- 
visions, laws and regulations, from time 
to time as may be necessary and æxpedi 
ent forthe maintenance and manage 
meut of said University.” 


The fullowing sections of Article IX, 


stricken out : 

Sections 13, 14 and 15, relating to 
the ‘appointment of trustees by tbe 
Board of Education, and the officers 
powers and rights of the trustees. These 
matters will hereafter devolve on the 
Legislature, if the amendment relating 
to the University is ratified. 

SIXTH: IN RELATION TO THE SESSIONS 
OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 

The present Constitution, Article II 
Legislative Department, provides as fol 
lows : 

“ Sec. 2. The Senate and House ot 
Representatives shall meet annually on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This section is to be amended by 
striking out the word “ annually,” and 
ioserting in lieu thereof the word 
“biennially,” so that the section amend 
ed shall read : 

“Sec. 2. The Senate and House of 
Representatives shall meet biencially on 
the third Monday in November, and 
when assembled shall be denominated 
the General Assembly.” 

This amendment also strikes out the 
word “annually” in section 6, Article 
III, and inserts the word “ biennially,” 
in reference to the requirement of the 
Governor to communicate to the Gen- 
eral Assembly each case of reprieve, 
commutation or pardon. 

SEVENTH : IN RELATION TO THE CODE 
CoMMISSION. 

The present Constitution, Article IV 
Judicial Department, makes the follow- 
ing provisions concerning the Code 
Commissioners : | 

“Sec. 2. Three Commissioners shall 
be appointed by this Convention to re- 
port to the General Assembly at its first 
session after this Constitution shall be 
adopted by the people, rules of practice 
and ure in accordance with the 
provisions of the foregoing section, and 
the Convention sball provide for the 
Commissioners a reasonable compensa- 
tion. 

Sec. 3. The same Commissioners 
shall also report to the General Assem- 
bly as soon as practicable, a code of law 
of North Carolina. The Goyernor shall 
have power to fill all vacancies occur- 
ring in this commission.” 

The amendment proposes to strike 
out both these sections, thus abolishing 
the Code Commission. 

EIGHTH : IN RELATION TO FEDERAL AND 
OTHER OFFICE-HOLDERs. 

The present Constitution, Article 
XIV, provides as follows: 

“Sec. 7. No person shall hold more 
than one lucrative office under the State 
at the same time: Provided, That offi- 
cers in the Militia, Justices of the Peace, 
Commissioners of Public Charities and 
Commissioners appointed for special 
purposes, shall not be considered officers 
within the meaning of this section.” 

The amendment proposes that this 
section shall read as follows : 

“Sec. 7. No person who shall hold 
any Office or place of trust or profit under 
the United States, or any department 
thereof, or under this State or any other 
State or Government, shall hold or ex- 
ercise any other office or place of trust 
or profit, under the authority of this 
State, or be eligible to a seat in either 
House of the General Assembly: Pro 
vided, That nothing herein contained 
shall extend to officers in the Militia, 
Justices of the Peace, Commissioners of 
Public Charities or Commissioners for 
special purposes.” 

There were eighteen smendments 
originally proposed, but the eight 
above specified were all that passed the 


thirds majority. | 
These eight amendments are to be 
submitted separately for ratification or 
rejection, at the election to be beld on 
Thursday, the seventh day of August.
